Waycross, Ga., Wecember 16.— 
(Special)—Encountering a heavy fog 
suddenly a few miles south of here, 
F. A. Stone, of Atlanta, piloting an 
air mail plane from Atlanta to Jack- 
sonville, Fla., crashed into a heavily 
wooded ridge Jate Sunday morning. 

Stone was brought to a local hos- 
pital suffering from a dislocated hip 
and slight lacerations. He was not 
seriously injured, according to hos- 
pital officials. 

Fog and low visibility were blamed 
for the accident by Stone. He told 
witnesses here that he encountered 
the fog so suddenly he was unable to 
gain altitude and control of the plane. 

The mail plane took the tops off 
of two small pine trees and headed 
into a stump. The impact was so 
terrific the motor was thrown clear 
from the plane. It landed more than 
50 feet from the plane. : The plane 
itself was totally wrecked. 

Stone was found in the wreckage 
by a young farmer, Cecil Eunice, who 
had seen the plane flying low and 
had heard the crash as it plunged to 
the ground. He rushed to the scene 
and found Stone in a semi-conscious 
condition. W. H. and Clifford Eunice 


arrived a few minutes later and aid- 
ed in rushing the Atlanta pilot to a 
Waycross hospital. 

Under orders of Stone, the cargo 
of mail in the plane was taken to 
the Waycross postoffice by Sheriff L. 
C. Warren and was forwarded on to 
Jacksonville by train. 

Stone left Atlanta at 6:15 o’clock

London, December 17.—(Monday) 
(United News.)—A spokesman at 
Buckingham palace told the United 
News at 3 a. m-. that King George 
was passing a “disturbed night.” 

He said the king had not been able 
to sleep before 11:30 p. m. 

The Daily Express said today that 
there was “considerable anxiety” the 
first 48 hours after the operation on 
the king’s chest Wednesday. 

“For the greater part of the time 
the king w2s unconscious and is still 
in considerable pain,” the newspaper 
said. 

King George continued to hold the 
“slight improvement” madé during the 
last 24 hours, according to an of- 
ficial bulletin issued at 8 p. m. last 
night, after five physicians had held 
a consultation at Buckingham palace. 

It was stated, however, that 
palace officials considered it “unde- 
sirable” to place too much stress on 
the slight gain and that the kings 
condition was still grave. 

Passes Quiet Day. 

The ray-therapy treatment, which 
was decided upon Saturday to aid 
the king in his struggle to overcome 
the effects of the operation on his 
chest, was said to have been effective 
in strengthening the tissues. 

The night bulletin said: 

“The king had a quiet day and the 
improvement in his majesty’s condi- 
tion noted this morning has been 
maintained.

It was pointed out that the 
statement subordinating the “slight 
improvement” announced in the bul- 
letins would be sufficient to dampen 
any hopes that might have been 
aroused. 

There was no mention of the ray- 
therapy treatment, which is employed 
as a new method of attack on the ef- 
fects of general infection, but it was 
said upon good authority that the 
treatment was believed to have been 
beneficial. The treatment acts as a 
general tonic, increasing the bacterial 
resistance of the blood and promoting 
healthy healing of the wound left by 
Wednesday’s operation to drain pus 
from the lung. 

Wales Calls Late. 

The Prince of Wales called at the 
palace late in the day but did not re- 
main for dinner. . The queen’ and 
other members of the royal family at- 
tended services as usual at the palace 
chanel, 

The queen went for a short automo- 
bile drive during the afternoon and it 
was said the king enjoyed some sleep 
during the day.

where man first flew in a machine of 
his pwn design. 

The steamer, carrying Mr. Wright 
and the official party -zepresenting 
more than a score of nations, slipped 
into Old Point Comfort this after- 
noon, more than four hours after its 
scheeduled time of arrival. 

Fog Delays Trip. 

Fog, which hung low over the Po- 
tomac river throughout the night 
slowed the ships’ progress. 

“Airplanes evidently are not the 
only vehicles of transportation both- 
ered by fog,” Mr. Wright said to one 
of the foreign delegates when he arose 
this morning to find the ship behind 
time. 

“A train wreck near Baltimore de- 
layed me four hours on my trip from 
Daytona to Washington, so perhaps 
we should have insisted upon air- 
planes for this trip,” Mr. Wright 
smiled and appeared to get real sat- 
isfaction out of the ironical incident.

(4)—The submarine S-4, sunk a year 
ago tomorrow with a loss of 40 men, 
went to sea again today, but where 
once it moved a proud member of 
the fighting fleet, this time it was 
taken in tow to be deliberately sent 
to the bottom in the navy’s search 
for means to speed salvage and rescue 
in future undersea disasters. 

Known as a rescue experiment ship, 
the submarine was tied fast to the 
side of ‘the tender Falcon and towed 
from the submarine base on the 
Thames river for a spot at Great Salt 
ond off Block Island, 30 miles away. 
There . nder 60 feet of water salvag- 
ing experts will test two pairs of 
lifting hooks with which the navy 
hopes to refloat’ the ship in several 
hours, 

The test of the lifting hooks or 
“dead eyes” is the first of a series 
of experiments which were developed 
out of the sinking of the S-4 after a 
collision with the coast guard destroy- 
er Pau'ding off Provincetown, Mass., 
and the sinking of the submarine S-51 
after it was rammed by the steamer 
City of Rome off Block Island in 
1925.

Couple, Thought Slain in| Formal Charge Filed by 

Love Triangle, Identi-| Police When McMichael 
fied As Chauffeur and| Attorney Plans Habeas 
Wife; Beer Plot Hinted.| Corpus Move. 
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New York, December 16.—(/)—The 
bullet-riddled bodies of the young 
couple found near an isolated bunga- 
low on Franklin square, Long Island, 
were identified today as those of a 
22-year-old Brooklyn chauffeur an¢ 
his 18-year-old wife. 

Antonio Graziano identified the 
bodies as those of his son and son's 
wife, Mary. She was soon to have 
become a mother. 

Police said they had information 
pointing to members of a Brooklyn 


gang as the slayers of the young 
couple, whose bodies were found yes- 
terday morning. 

The owner of the flat where the 
Grazianos lived in Brooklyn said they 
left the house Friday night at 10 
o’clock. Their movements from that 
time until their bodies, each shot eight 
times with “dum-dum” bullets, were 
found, have not been traced. 

The owner of the Long Island 
bungalow, Salvatore Esposito, who 
also owns a restaurant near the scene 
of the shooting, was questioned by po- 
lice, but could give them no help. 
Residents of the neighborhood said 
they had seen the woman in the res- 
taurant several times. 

The killing of the young couple at 
the lonely bungalow was believed to 
have been linked with the presence of 
10 barrels of wine found in the cellar, 
but there also were evidences that it 
was a grudge killing. 

All marks of identification had been 
stripped from the bodies, even the 
woman’s wedding ring had been taken, 
and powder marks on their faces in- 
dicated the killers had fired shots inte 
the bodies at close range after felling 
them from behind. 

Across Hempstead turnpike,’ the 
boundary line between New York 
city and Nassau county, is an unoc- 
cupied bungalow from which the slain 
couple were believed to have walked 
to their death. In it police found 
wine barrels and _ presses around 
which they built a theory of murder 
in a bootleggers’ fued. 


Following the announcement Sun- 
day night of Reuben Garland, counsel 
for J. M. McMichael, that he would 
institute action for a habeas corpus 
writ early Monday morning, John 
Lowe, detective, who Saturday ar- 
rested McMichael as a suspect in the

bond at $100. 

McMichael since his arrest Satur- 
day morning has been held at police 
headquarters on a charge of suspi- 
cion. His hearing on the idling and 
loitering charge was set for 2:30 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon. 

The police Sunday were noncom- 
municative concerning the progress 
of their investigation of  Me- 
Michael’s suspected connection with 
the murder, two weeks ago tonight, of

& Brandon Undertaking company. 

Lowe's Prisoner. 

Chief of Detectives A. Lamar Poole 
vas reticent to discuss the case, He 
said, however, that he knew of no 
further evidence against McMichael. 

“McMichael is John Lowe’s prison- 
er,” Chief Poole said. “I have not 
received a formal report of the evi- 
dence Lowe has gathered and until I 
do would rather have nothing to say.” 

Detective Lowe indicated that the 
charge of idling and loitering was pre- 
ferred as a move to allow more time 
for the amassing of evidence in the 
case.

» * The high contracting parties sol- 
emniy dectare in the \names of their re- 
spective peoples that they condemn recourse 
to war for the solution of international 
controversies, and renounce it as an instru- 
ment of national policy in their relations 
with one another. 

»” The high contracting parties agree 
that the settlement or solution of all dis- 
putes or conflicts of whatever nature or of 
whatever origin they may be. which may 
arixve among them, shal! never be sought ex- 
cept by pacific means.”’ 

It would seem there could be no

UT DEOSLERIZATION IS 
TREATMENT WE 
ALL NEED. 

Looking at life through the eyes of 
the biologist and in the light of sci- 
ence, one sees that man is a combus- 
tion apparatus for the burning and 
transmutation of inert materials into 
living protoplasm, with the production 
of heat and energy. Man is a ma- 
chine whose work is manifested as the 
vital functions of nutrition and meta- 
bolism, motility, irritability and re- 
production. Reproduction, the per- 
petuation of species, is the great ob- 
ject of human life, and all other func- 
tions are of secondary importance. 
Still speaking biologically, scientific- 
ally, we know that when reproduction 
has been accomplished man begins to 
die; or more accurately, man’s decline 


begins just as soon as his young are 
reared to a state of independence 


themselves. 

There is nothing cold or pessimistic 
about this view of human life, in my 
opinion, On the contrary, it is an op- 
timistic and quite cheerful concep- 
tion. It does seem to fit in pretty 
well with the Osler hoax, but re- 
member, now, we are speaking of man 
as a mere machine, And as a mechan- 
ical contraption man surely does be- 
gin to slow down and grow a bit 
wabbly around the age of 5U years.

Not 
that I doubt for a moment that there 
are a lot of saps in business who ac- 
cept the quackish advice of these al- 
leged “efficiency experts’ too readily. 
My sole contention is that although 
your vigorous youth may beat the okl 
man in a race or lay bricks all 
around him, still if you want a prob 
lem worked out or a staggering line 
of figures added accurately or a bit 
of sound judgment in a difficult sitn- 
ation, vou will be wise to take it to 
the old man. He knows how and 
what. 

Thinking involves little if any me- 
tabolism, transformation or use of en- 


ergy. Maybe this explains why the 
old man’s brains still function per- 
|fectly long after his bmwn has soft- 
ened.

PASTOR DESCRIBES 
MISSION TRAVELS 
IN SCUTH AMERICA 


Rev. A. A..Cone, new pastor of the 
Atlanta Seventh Day ‘Adventist 
church, Sunday night delivered anothi- 
er lecture on his travels through 
South America, and among* the de- 
scendants of the ancient Inca Indians 
in the highlands of Peru, Bolivia and 
Ecuador. Rev. Cone, from week to 
week, is giving a complete account of 
his experiences, 

He spent seven years in South 
America as secretary of the South 
American division conference of the 
Seventh-day Adventist denomination, 
and in this capacity visited churches 
in all paris of the continent. Rev. 
Cone said that he was particularly 
interested in the Indian tribes that 
inhabit. the high plateaus of the Andes, 
and especially those who inhabit the 
regions around Lake Titicaca. which 
is more than two miles above the level 
of the sea. 

Rev. Cone said that his denomina- 
tion is now operating a hundred or 
more industrial schools for these In- 
dians around the lake, as well as one 
normal school where Indian teachers 
are trained and fitted to conduct 
schools for their own people. He told 
his congregation that the Seventh-Day 
Adventists now have about 5,000 In- 
dian students in their schools around 
the lake, and that their work for the 
Indians in that’ region is the largest 
work of its kind in the world. 

“We have more than 8,000 Indians 
in our churches there,” he declared. 
“ell of whom have been regenerate: 
from superstition, degrading customs 
and habits and who now are earnest 
Christians, and a credit to the coun- 
try.”

Returned to Memphis today from 
Shreveport, La., where he was arrest- 
ed Friday night, Taylor talked of the 
visit to the cemetery which Sheriff 
Will S. Knight has promised him this 
week.

islaying, Taylor has urgently request- 


ed permission to see his \wife’s grave. 

“IT Joved her,” he said, and “I’m 
ready to pay. I took her life and I 
guess the law .ought to take mine. 


iIn fact, I prefer the electric chair, I

for I’ve nothing to live for. 
But I do want to visit sister’s (he 
always referred to his wife as sister) 
grave. I want the sheriff, and he’s 
already promised to let me get some 
flowers to take out to the cemetery.

Taylor said his wife became dis- 
satisfied because he was unable to 
provide all the things she wanted and 
there were frequent quarrels.

Some had Gos- 
lin in front, others gave the palm to 
Manush, and at lease one was inclined 
to think it was a dead heat. 

Not since 1910 has there been such 
a furious struggle for batting supre- 
macy in the American league. LEight- 
een years ago T'y Cobb won the honor 
with an average of .385 with Napoleon 
Lajoie a hair’s-breadth behind him 
with .384. 

Goslin was out of the game for a 
time with a bad throwing arm and 
played in many games when he could 
not toss the ball back to the infield 
from his position, but he played 135 
of the 154 games, enough to make him 
a real Jeader. Manush and Gebrig 
played the full schedule. 

Bot Hit Well. 

Goslin and Manush opposed each 
other in the final series of the sea- 
son and both batted well, although 
Washington pitchers were “bearing 
down” on Manush and “St. Louis 
moundsmen were putting all they had 
on the ball in effort to stop the 
“Goose” and give the batting lead to 
their teammate. 

Goslin’s .379 marked the first time 
that this figure has led the American 
league. The batting leadership has 
gone to players whose averages rang- 
ed from .324 by Ty Cobb in 1908 to 
.420 shared by Cobb in 1911, and 
George Sisler in 1922, but it has never 
before been .379. Manush, in 1926, 
led the league with 377, a _ point 
under his 1928 mark, which entitled 
him only to runner up position. Babe 
Ruth led in 1924 with .378. 


Goslin’s feat gives him a chance to | 


tie Ty Cobb's record of leading the 
league more times than any ether 
player. The Goose has only to show 
the way to all the batsmen for 11 
years more to go into a tie. If he 
ean lead for the next eight years he 
will tie the Georgian’s record of hold- 
ing the batting championship for 
nine straight seasons, 
Makes 173 Hits. 

To pile up the winning average, 
Goslin made 173 hits in 456 times at 
bat. Among the safeties were 36 
doubles, ten triples and 17 home runs. 
Manush cracked out 241 hits in 655 
times at bat, including 47 doubles, 2O 
triples and 13 home runs. Gehrig 
and Manush were tied in doubles. 

Although Babe Ruth’s record of 54 
home runs was six short of his 1927 
record, he was far ahead of any other 
home run hitter. Gehrig’s total of 27 
Was next. 

The Big Babe also showed the way 
by a wide margin in runs scored with 
163. Again Gehrig was the runner 
up with 139. The “Bustin’ Twins,” 
Ruth and Gehrig,. tied for the honor

Major League 
In Flag Race 


Trumbull Says Others Just 
Going Along for Ride. 
Trades May Aid Some. 


BY WALTER TRUMBULL.

New York, December 16.—(Spe 
cial.)—The major leagues will open 
their baseball seasons on April 16, 
and those who haven’t enjoyed the in- 
fluenza already probably will have a 
fine chance to acquire it on that day. 

Meanwhile, four months are left in 
which most of the clubs can tell the 
fans how their teams have been 
strengthened and what a great chance 
each has for the flag. About four 
teams in each league have the same 
chance for the flag that, One-eyed 
Connolly has to become president of 
Oxford university. 

Yanks Win Often. 

In eight years, the Yankees have 
won six pennants in the American 
league, and Washington has won two. 
In the National league there has been 
more variety. The Giants have won 
four pennants and Pittsburgh and St. 
Louis have each won two. 

lt appears likely that the Na- 
tional league may have four contend- 
ing clubs during the coming season 
and the American league two or three. 
Certainly after the season is half 
over, the first and second division 
clubs in each league should be pretty 
elearly defined. 

Barring terribly hard luck, the first 
division clubs in the National should 
be New York, Chicago, Pittsburgh 
and St. Louis. The Yankees and the 
Athletics surely should be among the 
first four in the American,’ with 
Washington, Chicago, St. Louis and 
Detroit fighting it out for the other 
two places. 

Altruism Missing. 

One might suppose that, as profes- 
sional baseball is a business, a real 
| and definite attempt would be made 
to strengthen the weaker clubs. Such 
a move would add a new interest to 
the race and probably make money for 
everybody concerned. But there is no 
altruism in the baseball game. While 
the winners can fill their parks they 
care nothing for the losers. 

Boston naturally is one of the best 
baseball cities in the land, but the 
teams there have been handicapped by 
the lack of Sunday baseball. In the 
last eight years, the Braves have fin- 
ished last three times and the Red 
Sox six times. From now on they 
may do better. Wright may strength- 
en Brooklyn in the infield, one of the 
places where the Robins have long 
been weak. The Robins, however, are 
strong in their pitching staff. They 
have often had in recent years the 


best pitching staff in either league 
and, even when they were not going 
anywhere themselves, always were 
likely to cause trouble for any other 
eam. 

Wilbert Robinson has a_ peculiar 
faculty for developing and handling 
pitchers. The pitching staff of the 
(Jiants never was as effective as when 
Robby handled it. He has a theory 
that the ordinary catcher does not 
warm up a pitcher in the proper 
fashion. 

Pitched to Knees, 

“When I warmed up a pitcher.” 
he told me, “I always made him pitch 
to each of my knees and each of my 
shoulders—that is, high and low, out- 
side and inside. If he couldn’t do 
it, I knew that he didn’t have con- 
trol that day. Most catchers,— in 
warming up a pitcher, let him throw 


the ball anywhere and merely watch 
to see whether his fast ball and curves 
are breaking. They don’t seem to 
realize that all the stuff in the world 
is useless to a big league pitcher 
unless he can put the ball where he 
wants to put it. Control is the great- 
est assets a pitcher possibly can have 
and practice—intelligent practice—is 
the only thing which will give it to 
him.” 

Duteh Carter, the old Yale star, has 
the same theory. 


“What makes a man a pitcher,” he 
declares,’ “is control and change of 
pace. A pitcher with a good fast ball. 
a good slow ball, nerve and control, 
doesn’t need anything else.” 

And George Moriarty once said to 
me: “Show me the man who has a 
curve or change of pace with the nerve 
and control to use it when he’s in a 
hole. and I’ll show you a pitcher. The 
pitcher who gets himself in a hole 
and then tries to get out by attempt- 
ing to throw his fast one past the 
batter, does not know his business.” 

I still think that Moriarty might 
have made a good manager. He knows 
baseball and is intelligent enough to 
have profited by the mistakes every 
new manager makes. But his return 
to an umpire’s job means that there 
will be one more good man wearing 
the mask and pad.

Several unique changes from former 
parli: mentary rules marked this ses- 
sion. For the first time since the 
conference was founded seven years 
ago a new member was admitted and 
also for the first time in its history 
the proceedings of the conference were 
enacted in open meeting instead of ex- 
ecutive session.

Reform of Judicial System 
Urged by Economic League 


Reforms in the methods of admin- 
istration of justice in the United 
States; in selection of and rules for 
the judiciary and in the practice of 
civil and criminal courts, are the sub- 
jects of a national referendum which 
has just been completed by the Na- 
tional Economic league. More than 
1,000 members of the league’s national 
council, representing every state in 
the union, took part in this vote. 

Ninety Georgians are included in 
the roster of the national] council. 

Twenty-two main questions were 
asked all members of the council in 
this referendum on the administra- 
tion of justice, and the answers pre- 
sent a striking cross-section of the 
best thought of the nation on a prob- 
lem which is universally admitted as 
one of the most pressing of the day 
in American social life. 

Georgia Follows Ratio. 


The percentage of affirmative and | 


negative answers’ from the Georgia 


‘members follows, generally speaking, 
| practically the same percentage of the 


national results. In a few of the ques- 
tions, where conditions peculiar to 
this state are affected, there is some 
variation of ratio, but this is not 
sufficient to make the national ratios 
inapplicable to the opinion registered 
by this state on the entire problem. 

The first question asked related to 
the establishment of permanent state 
judicial councils. The duty of these 
councils would be to study the various 
branches of the law in action, and to 
make recommendations for their im- 
provement. This proposal is favored 
by S18 of the members and opposed 
by 100. 

Seventy per cent of the members 
are found to favor an appointive 
rather than elective judiciary, and 
most of those approving the latter hold 
that elections should be by means of 
a separate non-partisan, non-political 
ballot. For appointed judges retire- 
ment at the age of 70 is generally

| irresponsibility should be passed upon 


by the court rather than by the jury. 
High Requirements Advocated. 


Higher requirements for admission 
to “ye be ed are advocated. Six hundred 
and sixteen as against 227 of the mem- 
bers think that the entire bar of each 
state should have an official organiza- 
tion with compulsory membership, an- 
nual dues and powers of §self- 
discipline, subject to judicial review or 
appeal. Kighty-five per cent of the 
members believe that two years of 
college work as recommended by the 
American Bar association be exacted 
for admission to the bar. A larger 
percentage believe that there should 
be an examination of character and 
fitness as well as on knowledge of 
rules of law. and that there should 
be educational requirements other 
than knowledge of law. 

Standing legislative counsel to im- 
prove the technique of law making, 
greater uniformity in state laws on 
many subjects, conversion of many 
violations of law now called crimes, 
but punishable only by fines, into 
civil offenses involving liability to 
the state without criminal record also 
carry majority recommendations. State 
legislation for public defenders is fa- 
vored by a narrow margin, and there 
is an almost equal division of opinion, 
433 against 428, as to whether district 
attorneys should be appointed or 
elected. 

Grand Jury Favored. 


While a majority favor retention 
of the grand jury system, the trend of 
opinion is toward a limitation of grand 
juries’ uttention to more serious 
cases. Seventy per cen: of the mem- 
bers voting favor making agreements 
to arbitrate business disputes en- 
forceable by summary procedure.

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BUSINESS REVIEW 


New York, December 16.—(?)}— 
Business and trade maintained their 
lead over 1927 by a substantial mar- 
gin last week, and with only two more 
to go, 1928 is setting new high rec- 
ords in output and earnings in several! 
lines. 

The drastic reaction on the stock 
market in the previous week was 
without tangible effect upon business, 
and the holiday trade continued to ex- 
pand te volume in satisfactory fash- 
ion, augmented by large Christmas 
club savings and substantail bonus 
distributions by many corporations. 

The year-end business slump pend- 
ing the taking of inventories continued 
abnormally light. A slight upturn in 
steel mill activity was an unexpected 
development. The Iron Age composite 
quotation for finished steel mounted 
to the highest figure in nearly two 
years. Slight advances were recorded 
in sheets, wire goods and tin plate. 
Railroads were in the market for more 
€quipment, and automotive require- 
ments held up well. 

Building permits fell off in Novem- 
ber from the previous month and were 
substantially below a year ago. A de- 
cline from October to November, how- 
ever, is a normal seasonal occurrence, 
and the drop from last year was at- 
tributable to the fact that in Novem- 
ber of 1927 several exceptionally large 
developments came to light, particular- 
ly in Chicago. 

High interest rates offered some re- 
straint to new projects, while the call 
money market eased markedly due to 
the December 15 shifting of accounts 
incidental to income tax payments and 
treasury refinancing. 

Time money held firm and the buy- 
ing price for bankers’ acceptances in- 
creased 1-8 of 1 per cent. The fed- 
eral reserve bank reported that $219,- 
000,000 had been released from. the 
brokers’ loan account, but this failed 
to offset the increase of about $280,- 
000,000 in the two previous weeks, 
and the banks reserve ratio held at the 
lowest point since 1921. Gold contin- 
ued to flow from Canada, but in small 
amounts. Extremely tight money is 
expected until after the first of the 
year. 

A few large mergers were disclosed, 
and many more were reported to be in 
prospect. Narrow profit margins 
through keen competition in 
lines, particaulrly textiles, is facilitat- 
ing the movement.
